HEARING BEFORETHE COMMITTEE
ON WAYS AND MEMANS,

An Addittonn! Duty Urged on Al Sagar
Tenting 168 Dagresns and Under— Moaw the
Sagar Trust Distrihutes Ita Produer—
Flen for the Meot Mugur HIndustry,

Wasminaron, Deo, 10.-The session of the

In tuelr report to the Department of Btats llr
Amerloan aelegntes have made many valuable
nugctstions and recommendations, but as the
Governments have not procesded much furthee
than the tirst peneral division, they nre of minor
hport now. There has been some agitation on
the suliject, however. In regard to the perma-
neot International Commission, the American
delecites recommended as follows:

*The United Stutes delegates wonld further
respect fally recommend, In submitting this re-
vort, thut the large and growing interesis of
our werchant murine render It desirable that
they shouid be looked after by a separate de-
partment of the Government. | ministra-
tion of the lonws reeurding the commerce of the
natlot, afloat aud ashore, and the development
of other legisintion already demunded, together
witn that which the growing liuporiance of our
nutlonal commerce will soon render necessary,
will reguire the best ennrgles of nseparate de-
purtment, ot which the board recommended
wuill constitute an fmportant part,”

in complinpce with this sugkestion Senator
Frye of Malbe, Chalrman of the Sennte Com-
mittee on Commerce, hias introduced in the
senute & " Department of Commerve™ bill,
which has good prospects of becoming a law st
